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DETAILED ACTION 

CLAIMS PRESENTED 

Claims 1-20 are presented. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C, 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

All claims recite "user's identity not known" yet all claims recite "user is identified 
by a unique identifier." This is a contradiction. If the identity is not known, then how is 
there a unique identifier? Perhaps some information about the user is not known but 
this is not clearly claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The concept of the identity being unknown seems to approximate a subject 
matter that is not taught or suggested by the prior art. 
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As applicant (in the first pages of the specification) noted, the art (especially 
online e-commerce) originally evolved to profile known users. This way, more users 
could be targeted for sales. This was especially true at the time of the filing of this 
application. Even after the dot-com collapse (at the time of this Office Action), one may 
not necessarily see monitoring (which is recited in each claim) the unknown user as 
particularly common. Monitoring is usually done for usage (as in amount of computer 
usage) or security but not for commerce. Indeed, the user databases are usually of 
information already collected rather than a dynamic, ongoing monitoring. In particular, 
the closest art (US Patent 6006200, Boies; and US Patent 6055510, Henrick) show that 
the art was not concerned with the unknown user in the closest situations known to 
others.
